Emte Tmlet Route. 



Ws were prepared for almost ouy thing or 
O'srything at ibe hands of the Government of 
British Columbia, bnt we were totally unpre- 
pared to learn that they arc disposed lo treat 
the Bute Inlet Houle us inimical lo the inte- 
rests ol lirilish Coluinhiu. Such ^eems, 
nevertheless, to be the feeling in certain quar- 
ters, and it comes from suoll different direc- 
tions that it leaves no room for doubt on the 
subject. The Government has committed it- 
aolF to a central wagon road from Yale and 
Douglas to Cariboo. It has granted fran- 
chises, and exieadod substantial aid to the 
road contractors. With all the delayg and 
drawliacka attendiug the opening and con- 
struction of the central trunk line and 
branches, the undertalcing promisos t» be a 
publio benefit, arid dops credit to the Govern- 
inent. The interests, present and lulure, of the 
country could in no possible way bo better pro- 
moted than by such u main artery. In fact, il 
is but one of tlie many avenues lo ho con.ilrnet- 
ed ihi-onghoiit the vast area included within 
the limits ol our sister colony. But why or 
wherefore the (Jovcrnmcut should take the 
'ground that no coast route shall be opened, 
till it fixes a fit time, is more than wc can 
comprehend ; or why the Government should 
luanife.sl a ilisposition to give the cold shoul- 
der to the Uulo Inlet jirojcct, is more than 
wo can explain on purely public grounds^ 
without reference to private interests. If the 
GoTernraent has made a mistake; if il has 
noulected to prosecute discoveries on the coast 
lor a short, easy, and nearer way to Cariboo 
than the central route, it is hardly fair— it is 
neither just nor honorable to tho Bute In- 
let Company, now that it lias expended mo- 
liey and labor, to set up delays and endless 
bother, having tho praclieiil olject in viesv ol 
thwarting the opening of the rou'.e this season. 

The people of Yiotoria and the mipes of 
Cariboo'are mutnally interesied in the estab- 
lishment of the shortest, easiest and cheapest 
route to and from the mines. If wo can 
trust the explorations made last f.ill, the line 
from Bute Inlet fills .such a specification; aiid 
it appears that it is only a matter ot money, 
labor und time, to prove it beyond controver- 
sy — Ht least tbe ardent projector of dho route 
so treats ll, and bis views on llio matler are 
entitled to a high degree of consideration. 
The tone of government people leaves room 
to form the conclnsion that -■itich is their cob- 
viction. If such wore not the case why 
should the Bulo Inlet route be deemed iuini- 
ioal to tho iulerests of British Columbia — or, 
more correcily speak'ng, inimical to the, road 
projects of the Government 1 To make this 
matter perfectly clear, let us state that Bute 
Inlet route is treated us an enemy.

ARRIVAL OP THE ANDERSON. 

By the steamer Eliza Anderson, which ar-

Southern Confederacy nnd establish an inde- 
pendent government. Tho result ot .the dis- 
covery was an order lo Mugrudcr lo'send iho 
Consul at Galveston to Mexico as soon as 
possible. The Riohmond Consul was order- 
ed to leave forthwith. This latter order, 
however, was resoiuded. 

It forlher o^pfcora that Earl Russet's recep- 
tion to Commissioner Slidell was not such as

Tho Place Xupoleon, lire junc- 
tion of the [.oiivre with the Tiiillerie.s, is re- 
ally a superb work, and s>eeins llio labor rather 
ol twenty than of only five vear.s. Jlost of 
Ihe old well-rer;iembcred spots have entirely 
disappeared, or are wilh diflically recogniza- 
ble. Tho Atelier Pioot, iu tho Monluiarire 
qnartor, into which I was umbered one cold 
marniDg In February, to beein my Ktudies 
"from Ihe lifo," had disappeared, and in ils 
place now rises a pilcof smart new buildings, 
sis stories high. 

Paris Is ccriainly the best "composed"' capi- 
tal in Europe. Its planning out is arlistic in 
the highest degree. A long, brnail line of 
street is terminaled by a public building, or 
tho dead wall whieh ends a row of houses is 
adorned with a handsome fourilaln. Al every 
turn liie eye is niel by some haniionio'is ar- 
rangement of forms and masses, that shows 
the artist ralber than the briekhiyer iiiia been 
nt work'. The aspect of the slreels is irn 
posing, in the long perspoelive lines and Ihe 
elegant proportions of the houses. They have 
a stately, uniform look, being huill princi- 
pally in the Italian style, whieli contriist'* fa- 
vorably wilh the old jumble of (iolhic, I'il z- 
s.betliun, and classic architecture which we 
meetio Ldndai].'''The,mBniairur.^ Gothic re- 
vivalism has not reiich'ed Puri^ I only no- 
ticed one modern Gothio obareh, (its name I 
forget, but it is near Iks Louvre,) and I be- 
lieve it is the only one that lias been erected 
of late years. Tim llaliiui sly le. which has 
aearcely had a kiir chance li -re, is the ])re- 
vaiiiiig style in I'aris, and il.s etK'L'tive appear- 
ance, wlii-n ably Healed, ple.uls Mioiigly for 
its irore liberal adoption in lliis ci.uiilry.
